“The rule” said Mr. Thurman, “is this:
Every month each manager of a club files with
ounr board a private repert conimining a full
personal history of every plaver in hisclub,
This bistory shall detail bis habits, trmperate
or the reverse; his obedience, tractability eote.,
and his deporiment on the diamond. The record
as usaal, kept by the official scorers will also
be filed. The advantages resulung to the oa-
tional game from the euforcement of this rule,
among others, are: Firsi—Managers or pro-
prietors of clubs desiring Information other
than the tabulatea record of the guide book
mbout any player they may be contemplating
signing, can obtain full, complete and reliabie
tutormution from the Natiousl Board, not only
as to the plaver's ability on the fleld, butalso
his personal habits, deportment, ete. Second—
The player has the reciprocal agvantage, if be
is a qualified and worthy man, of .

An Official Send-Off,

which must, 1n the nature of the cass, enbance
lu= vatue and enable bhim to command the high-
est price pald. Third—The player who -isa
gentleman bhas this fyriher advantage, that
sbould be become enfeebled. old. too stiff, or
incapacitated in any way from playing further
ball, be can draw spon the National Board for
a certificate of character, recommendation, or
eves its influence o belp bim secure the means
of a livelibhood.

NiW GAME LAWS PROPOSED.

The Herron Hill Gun Club Comes Oat With
a Sweeping BilL

The Herron Hill Gun Clab is made up of
a number of gentlemen who are hustlers in
anything they undertake to do. They are
at all times alive to their inferests as honor-
able and humane sportsmen, snd also to the
interests of the community at large. They
have determined to make s big effort toward
the reformation of the game laws in this
State, and to show that they mean business,
they have a lawyer vow engaged drafling a

vill providing for sll the desired changes in
the laws, The bill wall be presented to the Leg-
islature this session, and there are very strong
hopes that 1t will become a law,

The bill wall provide for some very swesping
changes. One is to malke the opening of the
season for killing the warions kindsof game
uniform. At present the season for one class
of game opens on one date, and the season for
anotber kind of game opens on & different day.
It is claimed that this permits a large amonnt
of illegal killing of game, a8 many people who
go to hunt rame that is in season shoot other
kinds of game that are not legally in season,
thuos spoiling the shooting prospects genarally.
It a day s selected on which all classes of game
come into season at once. it is argued that wha
evils above referred to will be a There
is much foree in the contention,

Another provision of the bill is that each
dealer who offers game for male when out of
season fo this State must swear that each piece
of game thus offered for sale 15 from an
State. !tis contended that this reguirement
witl tend to abolish the {liegal shooting of quail
and other game In this State,

Poachers, according to the bill, are to be
dealt with in an emphatic manmer, The bill
nasks that it be a penal offense for any man to
be canght in a field or any hunting piace at any
time with a ferret jn his There is &
true sportsmanlike ring aboot this pnrﬁs‘lun‘i
and doubiless all lovers of fair ana honest flel
sports will heartily support It

The bill gives every induceament to o to
try and discover violators of the law, An in-
former is to be rewarded with half the fine im-
posed on each man icted. Itis though
that this will prompt hundrads of people to in-
terest themselves in sseing that all violators
will be brought to justice.

As already intimated, the Herron Hill Club
has oot gone into the matter ina half-hearted
way. They mean to go ahead in the prosecu-
tion of their programme with all the vigor they
can command, 1t seems to be the unanimous
opinion of all who are interested in the protec-
tion of game that the present laws must be Te-
forwed, and the parties who are now about to
ask for the change have fid that it will
be granted.

THE NEW TAX SYSTEM

That Is Proposed for the Present One
in Allegheny Connty.

SCOPE OF THE NESBITT MEASURE.

A Meeting of Conuty Members to Further
Consider the Bill.

INEQUALITIES OF RURAL TAXATION

[FROM A STAFF OORKRSPFO NDEXNT.]

Haunissuse, Feb, 1.—The Allegheny
county members of the Legislature held an-
other meeting -here on Tuesday evening to
further cousider the bill introduced in the
Heuse by Hon. J. W. Nesbitt, establishing
a Board of Tax Revision iu Allegheny
cotinty. The comuittee, which has been
going over the bill to get s more definite
idea of the plan, will make its report, This
committee is composed of Messrs. Nesbitt,
E. E. Cottonand D. R. Jones, It meton
Tuesday evening and made s number of
changes in the proposed law. The bill is
properly in the bands of the Ways and
Means Committee, but thas body is courte-
ously awaiting the action of the home dele
gation.

This is & most important matier for tax.
payers in Allegheny county, outside of the
two cities. It is s movement toward the
equalization of assessments, and would re-
sult in increased revenues to the county
treasury. Mr, Nesbitt says the necessity
for some improvement over the present
method of assessiog and collecting taxes 1n
Allegheny county outside the cities is what
suggested the bill. It is nesded on account
of the gross ineqnalities which exist.

Struck a Popualar Chord.

In this statement Mr. Nesbitt seemed to
strike s popular chord at last Tuesday's
meeting of the connty delegation. Whether
they all believed in the particular plan laid
down in this bill or not, they 21l seemed to
agree that there shonld be correction of the
notorious inequalities of rural assessments.
And italso sppeared to be a unanimous
opinion that the Board of County Commis-
sioners, with their present powers and re-
sources, their himited clerical force and the
faulty system of ward and township assess-
ors, could not possibly remedy matters,

“The inequalities of our assessment at
home are startling.”’ said Mr. Nesbitt to me
this week, *“Take Miflin townsbip, for
instance. Iis total waluation, accordiog to
the last sssessment, is 82,800,000, In that
township the plantof Carnegie, Phipps &
Co. alone is valoed at §3,500,000, while
other manufscturiog plants there are worth
at least §2,000,000 more. The property in
Mifflin township in the vicinity of McKees-

rt is selling =t £3,500 an acre, and at the
ow assessment it is not paying its share of
the taxes.

“Pittsburg itself is another illustration of
this. It is assessed st about $75,000,000
more for oity purposes than for county pur-
poses,

Some Very Striking Differences.

“Many of the townships in Allegheny

county are absurdly different in their
figures,"” continunea Mr., Nesbitt. “The
land in two adjoining townships is of the

same value, and yet on aceount of the imag-
inary towanship line I know of differences of
from §10 to §20 per acre in the assessed vai-
uation. Collier and South Fayette town-
ships are anexabple of this. Froperty in
the one 1s mssessed st from $10 to §15 per
scre lower than in the others.

““The jvalaations in Collier and Robinson
township on the other side range in differ-
ence jast about the same degree. Wh
should the township line make all this
difference? Of course it is the different
methods of the township assessors ig arriv-
fng at the estimates upon which they base
their assessments.”

Corroborating what Mr, Nesbitt says
about the inequalities and the inability of
the present system to obviate them in Alle-
gheny county, a clause in the circulsr is-
surd since the introduction of this bill by
the Commissioners of Allegheny county is
of interest. It says:

Cause of the Inegualities.

Inequalities have neretofore prevailed, ta
wit: The valuation in some districts is not
more than 50 per cent of the real value, while
in otbers they run 60, 50 and 100 per cent of the
real value. This is owing altogether to the fact
that the Board of Revision has not in this
county sufficient time to revise gnd adjust the
returns of tha different Boards of Assessors;
and if the Boards of Assessors will follow
closely and to the letter the instruction given
under the different acts of Assembly, 1t will
obviate the necessity of the Board of lon
inereasing the return made by any Board of
Assassors, which certainly will be done when it
appears that the returns are not in conformity
with the acts of Assembly and the information

furuisbed.

Mr. Nesbitt's bill wounld transfer all the
taxing duties from the hands of the County
Commissioners to the new Board of Re-
vision. He says he thioks the new svstem
would not cost the county more than $15,000
to $20,000 additional to what the eollection
of taxes pow cost. If this bill is not passed,
he believes the salaries of the County Com-
missioners and their felerical foree shonld
b~ increased. The plan proposed is the samne
that is mow in force in Philadelphin connty.

is being done under the direction of the
Governor. Not s single Republican
clerk or deprty is to be left in the
offices of the Governor, Secretary of the
Commonwealth, Adjutant General or At
torney Geoeral and Insurance Department.
Two and three of these are replaced by
Democrats esch day. As rapidly as the
terms of the more :mportant officials, sp-
pointed by Governor Beaver for a period of
years, expires, they toe will be ousted and
their places given to the unterrified. No
secret 1s made of this. Secretary Harrity has
let his intentions be well known.

“The meaning of all this,” remarked a
far-sighted politician to whom I was talk-
ing, “is that Pattison is reacbing out for

eratic Natiooal Convention. By judiciousiy
distributing this patronage he can please
most all, il not all, elements aud factions of
his party.

NEW COPNTY ROAD LAW.

It Wiil Be Presented to the House in a Few

Days.
IPROM A ETAFF CORRESPONDENT.]

HARRISBUKG, Feb, 1.—The county road
law, which will be presented in the House
this week, will provide for the appropria-
tion of about 1,000,000 by the State to the
building of permanent roads. This, it is
said by the Legislators, who have talked to
the framers of the bill, will be distributed to
the townships in & manger sumilar to the
distribution of the public school appropria-
tion. This is to be given with the hope that
townships will contribute from their local
taxes additional money forjpermanent macad
amizing. For this purpose the bill will
probably permit tnwnlhi‘r- to borrow money
up to the constitntional debt limit,

In each township three supervisors are to
be chosen, who will serve without pay.
They in turn emplov a foreman, or several
loreman, at, say $1 50 per day, to oversee
the gangs of road laborers. In each county
an engineer will be elected to pass upon the
road work in all the townships, Owing to
the revision not yet being complete, the com-
mission will not make the full text of the
bill publie for some days yet

SEIZED BY VENEZUELANS,

A British Bark Captured and All Explana-
tions Refused Her Captaln.

New Yorx, Feb. 1.—The steamer Andes
(British), Captain Evans, from Trigidad,
January 24, arrived here to-dey bringing
as passengers the captain and crew of ten
men of the British bark Lydia Peschau,
seizad by the Veneruelan Government Oe-
tober 6. The captain reporis that being
sick and unconscious he was taken ashore in
a small fishing vessel to the hospital at
Trinidad, and that while the bark was beat-
ing around in charge of the mate he became
short of water and put into the Margarila
Islavd, and before anchoring sent a bost
ashore ssking for water. About 50 soldiers
rowed out in small boats, eight of whom
were sent aboard the bark, took the mate
and second mate ashore and kept them
there, leaviog no one on board who could
take the vessel to sea, They supplied the
bark with food and treated the men gener-
ally well, but stripped the vessel of sails
and took the captain’s clothes, wateh and
jowelry.

On November 9 the captain chartered the
steamer Muriel 1o go to Margarita Island
and tow the bark up, but when they reached
the island the authorities refused to give the
vessel up, offering no cause whatever. On
the 16th all the sailors were sent to Laguayra
to the British Consul. On the 22d the cap-
tain again visited the vessel in nccordance
with orders from the Governor of Trinidad
and the Venezuelan Consul there, but they
still refused to give up the vessel, The En-
glish Governor then ordered the captain to
proceed to New York, as it would take at
least three months to settle the matter. The
bark was bound from Wilmington, N. C.,
to Trinidad with a load of yellow pine
lumber.

We want paper and
stationery of every kind, varnishes, felt
shoes, woodenwaie, gloves and blank books.

AN EXPOSITION SNAG.

$15,000,000 Will Be kequired to Ses
the World’s Fair Through,

 POPULAR SUBSCRIPTIONS SHORT.

Rough Estimates From the Departments
Anything bat Resy.

TRYING T0O RAISE THE NEEDED CASH

CuICcAGO, Feb, 1.—A local paper priots
the following sensational developments in
the affairs of the World’s Columbian Expo-
sition:

Nothing less than §15,000,000 will meet the
necessities of the directors of the World’s
Columbian Exposition. This is the report
that will be made by Ferd. W. Peck,
chairman of the Finance Committee, and
Otto Young, chairman of the Ways and
Means Committee, some time this week.
The estimate of expenditares for the World’s
Fair that these committees have prepared
will astonish the directors.

Al the last meeting of the Executive Com-
mittee it was ordered thata budget be pre-
pared showing the probable expenditures
that wounld be required before the Exposition
closes. The resolution calling for this bud-
get was introduced after Director General
Davis bad sent in a statement that six de-
partments inust be organized at once, The
estimated expense of-the smallest of these
departments was $12,000 per anoum. With
bulf a dozen more departments to organize
and untold expenditures contemplated in
other directions, the Executive Committee
decided that it was of primary importance
to get the financial bearings of the Exposi-

tion.
Estimates of the Departments.

Each of the depariments was instructed to
prepare & budget estimating the amount that
would be necessary to carry them through
the exposition and past the time of closing
up all the business of the fair. As the reso-
lution was only adopted Wedoesday, the
estimates were hastily pre , and some of
them may fall far short of the amounts re-
quired. Some of them may exceed the
amounts required.

A lengthy conference was held yesterday,
8t the conclusion of which the joins commat-
tee decided to recommeund that nothing less
than §15,000,000 wonld meet the require
ments of the exposition. A large part ol
this must be availasble for use before
a dollar is received at the gates,
This puts the directors in an awkward posi-
tion. At the utmost hut $10,600,000 will be
at their di ition before May 1, 1893, This
estimate i:med upon the supposition that
every dollar of the popular subseription of
$5,600,000 will be paid. In semi-confiden-
tial conversstion the direclors sdmit that
fully 12 per cent of the popular subseription
will not be paid. That estimate would leava
$4,928,000, in sddition to $5,000,000 to be
derived from the sale of city bonds. There
issn apparent deficiency of $5,072,000 be-
tween tne possible visible results and the
necessary expenditures.

A Hard Problem to Solve.

How to provide for this delinquency is &
problem that must be solved by the direc-
tory. The situation is further complicated
by the stubborn fact that no part of the rev-
enue to be derived from the sale of cily
bonds can be used until §3,000,000 of the
popular subscription has been paid to
Treasurer Seebuerger.

The ten buiidinfl to be built by the Board
of Architects will cost $7,000,000, and all
the timewe will be paying large amounts
for the maintesance of the depariments and
for the sustenance of the representatives in
foreign countries,

“How then is the money to be raised?"
was asked.

‘“That is the guestion that the directors
must settle. It hus been sugeested that we
bond the gate receipts for $4,000,000. I do
not think the proposition will be spproved,
It smacks too much of mortgaging a patri-
otie enterprise.”

Solicitors have been out for several weeks
with but moderate sugcess. The Ways and
Mesns Oommittee will begin next week to
sue delinquent stockholders.
